Letters frorn an officer of rank in Lord 
Wellington’s army state, that prior to the 
dates of the letters which comprehend all re.

not been a single dry day forsix weeks. The 
tops of the mountains were almost invariably 
covered with mists and fogs,- sometimes so 
thick as to render it impracticable to move, 
or to discern the way. Hail storms were fre. 
quent ; and in some of them the hailstones are 
said to have been as large as school.hoy’s 
marbies. In one of those storms, which. oc. 
curred in the night immediately preéèding 
Soult’s first attack, the wind was so violent, 
that the soldiers’ tents were mostly blown 
down. Thecold was sp severe oné night, 
that the sentinels were generally benumbed 3; 
and one was actually frozen to death on his 
post, close to the quarters of the Officer from 
wk ose letter this intelligence is derived. A. 
midst all these severities and difficulties of 
weather and of logality, the ferceness and ob. 
stinacy-af thefighting was beyond,:any thing 
that the most experienced Officers of the army 
had ever witnessed. Whether in advancing 
or retreating ; whether the French or the Al. 
lies were the assailants, or acted on the de. 
fensive ; oue hill was gained or lost only to 
make way for a more obstinate struggle on 
another immediately adjoining. The bayonet 
was constantly employed on both sides; and 
although it is specially termed a British 
weapon, and our troops fully proved their 
superiority in the use of it, the French evinc. 
edan ardour and a determination to close 
with it, beyond what had been knowu in any 
former instance. 

General Rey, who now commands at St. Se. 
bastian, was a Monk before the Revolution. 
When that broke out he threw off his Order, & 
enlisted asa common soldier. He soon dis 
tinguished himself by his jacobiuical orations 
at the clubs ; and in consequence of his violent 
conduct, he was soon promoted to the rank 
of General of Brigade. He was employed in 
La Vendee, under Thurreau, and made him. 
self conspicuous by wearing the ears of the 
Royalists pinned to his coat, andin the loops 
of his hat, as may be seen in the account given 
ia the Moniteur of ‘Khurreau’s trial. In 
1795, he commanded the army on the coast 
near Brest; and his cruelties there were of 
such a description, that even Hoche, under 
whose command he was, complaincd of his 
couduct te the Government of France. In 
1796, he was appointed to a command in the 
army of Italy 5 in 1797, in that of the Rhine 3 
and, on Bonaparte’s return from Egypt, again 
in the army of Italy. After the general peace, 
in 1802, Rey was sent to America as Consul 
General, and resided at New York, whilst 
General Fhurreau was sent to Amecricaas Am. 
bassador, In 1808, Rey returned to Europe, 
and was appointed to a command in the army 
in Spain. In 1809, he was sent with the 
forces which acted against Austria; and has 
beeu siace constantly employed in Spain.

THE KING versus JOHN ROGERS. 

This was an Ludictment for an Assault, on 
the prosecution of Lieutenant Hughes, of the 
Bombay Establishment. . Mr. Strettel, the 
Advocate Gencral, stated the case to the 
Court and Jury at great length. It appear. 
ed, that the Defendaat was the Commander of 
a Ship called the Colonct Macaulay, belong. 
ing ta Bombay; that Lieutenant Hughes had 
embarked with other pússengers at the Tsle-of 
France on the äth of September, the ship be- 
ing bound to Madras. On the 8th of Octo- 
ber, when within a few mites of the port, the 
dispute occurred, which led to the Assaalt 
charged in the Indictment; but as the nar. 
rative of the whole affair is most fuliy detail. 
ed in the deposition of the Prosecutor, it ap. 
pears advisable to commence with his detail, 
although not the first in the order of the trial, 

Lieutenant Hughes deposed, that he is an 
Officer of.the Bombay Establishment, and took 
his passage at the Mauritius on board the shi 
Colonel Macaulay, of which Mr. Joha Ro. 
gers was commander ; that she sailed for Mad. 
ras on the 5th of September. That on the 
8th of October, an observation was taken at

noon, at this time we had not, as I was in. 
formed, (from tlie state of the weäther} had 
an observation for:several days before. The 
mates said we. were to the Northward of 
Madras, and how far tothe Eastward they did 
not seem te know; Ì understood that there 
had been an error ia the calculation: of the 
Longitude, of three degrees, and 1 had learn- 
ed from Mr. Humphreys that there were ouly 
three days provision for the crew; the wind. 
was then from the Westward, ‘The shortness 
of the provision, combined with the uncertain 
‚knewledge of our situation alarmed my miud, 
both for my own safety and that of the whole 
crew. Ìt was the subject of conversation. 
among the passengers and Oflicers the whole 
day 5 they said it was a very critical season of 
the year. A comversation between Mr. Kelso 
(a passenger) and Mr. H. induced me to go 
down to the Capt’s. cabin, aud K asked him 
what port we could sooncst fetch with the 
wind we then had; l believe he replied Ma. 
Sulipatam. IJ proposed his going in there for 
provisions; at this proposal he seemed very 
much aunoyed, and replied in a very boister. 
ous manner ; he said, he * could not think of 
it, the ship was bound to Madras.” 1 asked 
him if a case of necessity would not justify 
his departing from this course. He was still 
annoyed. LI begged hira to be cool, and to 
consider that we -had not even provisions 
enough for thecrew. He replied that we bad 
plenty. Ï answered, we havc ouly enough 
for three days. He replied, that there was 
Te this I said, that 
Ì was glad to hear it, and some other conver. 
sation ensued, A few minutes after, we erose 
to.go up on deck, ud while ascending the lad. 
der, Ll remarked to hin that if he had any 
doubt with regard to the quantity of rice, it 
would be as well to ascertain it, and thea 
curtail the expenditure as.might be necessary, 
‘Fo this he assented, and ordered the rice to 
be weighed. In the interval, Mr, Rogers ad. 
dressed himself to me in a passionate manner, 


either dircetly accusing me, or insinuating 


that I wished to interfere in the navigation of 
Lreplied that] was astonished to 
kear him say so, it was not my intention to 
interfere in the navigation of the vessel, and. 
that nothing but the starving situation òn 
which we were and which he now forced me 
to mention in my own defence, could have 


induced me to make the proposal regarding 


Masulipatam. We then.spoke af the tine we 
should probably be in makiag Madras, and 
Mr. Rogers concluded by saying, he would 
not be intimidated by any one. Aftera pause 
of some moments, thinking he alluded to me, 
Ì went up to him and said * I hope you don’t 
allude to me, Ì häve no wish to intimidate 
you.” 1 do not recaliect any.reply being made, 
bat Mr. Rogers walked up and down till the rice 
was weighed, when I saw him calculating on a 
slate at (he binnacle; E went and sat down 
When he had finished, he asked 
mo how much Ì made of it. 1 said É have 
made no calculation, but will, if you give me 
the slate, He gave it me, and while thus em. 
ployed, he commenced speaking in a very 
Passionate manuer, saying, he had done this 
entirely for my gratification; that I had no 
right to iuterfere. 1 got up and replied that 
the weighing the rice was his own act at my 
Suggestiou, that Ì had nat therefore interfered, 
bui that in the starving situation we were, È 
conceived £ had a right to enguire into the 
quantitp of provision on board; he replied 
tatly, * you hare not” I begged him not to 
contradict me, bat he continued to do so ‚ Fgat 
up and said, ‘Good God, Sir how can yen 
talk so wheu we are in a starving situation.” 
There was then some rcply, such as, you have 
no right to interfere regarding the crew. I 
replied, that if there was not enongh pro- 
visiou for them, it was impossible we could 


getto any port and we must all starve to- 


gether. He continucd to contradict me, and 
being much irritated, I told him, ‘go away 
aud do wet provake me” His reply was, 
“do you mean to turn me of my quarter 
deck,’ Isaid, ‘no, bat 1 wish you to go 
away and not continue to provoke me” He 
said he would not, and the dispute was renew- 
ed about the zight to enquire ; he contradicted 
me repeatedly, till at length much provoked, 
} called him a ‘Wretch,® Tam uncertain whe- 
ther Ll then added, ‘you are beneath my 
notice,” { know T used th® expression, but 
lam unabie to say when, I was at this time 
sitting où the hen eoop, when Mr. Rogers 
made a blow at me, and struck we slighiy ou 
the face, L instantly jumped np, and was 
seized by the chief mate, Mr, Humphreys, 
who held me fast, and pushed me towards the 
Captain ; we were followed by Mr. Rogers, 
who then struck me while held and defence- 
less, a severe blow oa the eye over Mr. 
Humparey’s shoulder ; all the passengers were 
[ believe present. [then struggled violently 
to dissengage myself; but on Mr. Kelso com- 
iug up and calling on me in a forcible manner 
to recollect myself, T desisted and walked to 
the other side of the deck. IT had not struck 
or attempted to strike Mr. Rogers before he 
Struck me, while seated on the hen-coop. 1 
Was not on worse terms with Mr. Rogers than 
the rest of the passenger. 


Cross-examinedoy Mr. Fergusson. 


Q. Had you no other dispute with Captain 
Rogers; no dispute about beating an Arab? 

Á. No, on the contrary Mr. Rogers puum 
ished the maa for having struck me. 

Q. Had you no observation for several days 
prior to the 8th of October 


A. T understand the weather was so glaoe 
my, an observation could not be taken. 
Q. Did you usually go upon deek at noon? 


It is a very common pratice 1 belicve: every

A. I went on deck at noon very often. 

Q. How theu do you say there had been no 
observation ? 

A. In point of fact [ was ignorant if they 
were acquainted with the situation of the 
Eäip ; to the ‘best-of “my recollection, Mr, 
Huriphreys said we were to the Northward 
ce“ Madras.

Here the prosccutor was shewn the Tog. 
book of the ship, and directed to road the 
‘entry on the 7th of October, Latitude by ob. 
servation &c. In his farther examination of. 
the prosecutor, Mir, 
vumber of times he kad “attended at the Po. 


lice Office to give his deposition, and whether . 


he had not corrected or altered the depositioa 
at hís second or third: visit. ‘Fhe-prosecutor 
replied with great hesitation ; admitted that he 
‘had gone to corredtthe draft of his deposition, 
which was inaccurately taken down, bat 
would not positively swear that he had not 
himself altered the substance of it. 'Fhe as. 
sault was proved by several witnesses: on the 
deposition of the Chief Officer and by the in. 
‘spectiou ofthe chart, it appeared that’ thèship 
was on:the Bth. of October, abeut 18 miles 
from Madras ; the wind. being foul. The passage 
from the Mauritius to that Port during the 
month of September is commonly @5 days; 
the Macaulay however reached the port on 
the 10th October. 'Fhe provisions remaining 
on board were sufficient, on a full allowance 
for three or four days for the men, and couid 
‘have subsisted them much longer. The pro- 
‘visions for the passengers were also scavce and 
Lut geod. Some abusive language passed, and 
it was stated that Lieut. Hughes addresscd the 
Captain in a very. haughty manner. ‘The de- 
Bositiens of the other witnesses examined 
proved little more than was stated by the pro. 
secutor with the exeeption of a reply made by 
Mr. Humphreys the Chief Officer, on hís 
eross.examination by Mr. Fergusson. In his 
‘deposition he had stated that Captain Rogers 
exclaimed, < [ will not be called: Wretch by 
Aly person, and went up to bieut. Hughes, 
Whether with an intention to strike him [ do 
net know ; Ì saw no blow at that time; Tsieut. 
Hughes arose and went towards Captain Ro. 
gers, Î interposed, and while endeavouring to 
take Lieut. Hughesaway, Capt. Rogers struck 
him, &c. on the cross.examination, Mr. Fer- 
gusson asked Mr. Humphreys 

Q. When Lient. Hughes arose, was it in a 
menacing manner ? 

A. Yes, 1 thought it was. 

On this assertion, which it was not advis. 
able to push to any explanation, Mr, Fer. 
gusson rested his defence, and influenced, we 
conceive, the jury in their sabsequent verdict 
of acquittal. 

On rising to address the Court in behalf of 
tbe Defendant, Mr. Fergusson iaformed their 
Lordships that he considered it à paramount 
duty towards his client in all cases, to state 
every exception which în point of Law might 
avait him. In the present case, he had a 
grave and weighty ezeeption to that part of tke' 
Indictment asserting the jurisdiction of the 
Court which in the present case with due de. 
ference to their Lordships hemeaat to deny, 
and he afirmed that it was incumbeut ou the 
other party to prove the jurisdiction, whick had 
not been done. The Indictment stated, that 
the Assault was committed in and upon, &c. 
on board a ship called the Colonel Macaulay, 
(built, as the Learned Advocate could prove 
ata forcign settlemeut,) ‘ belonging to certain 
Subjects of our Lord the King, to the jürors 
Unknown.” He submitted therefore to their 
Lordships, that it behuved the opposite party 
to prove the jurisdiction of the Court, as 
stated in the Indictment, which was impassi. 
ble, as he had evidence to shew that the-owners 
of the ship were not atural born subjects, 
and though as Inkabitants of Bombay, subject 
to the Courts there, for what they do; that 
this liability coald n 
the property, which belonged and does now 
still belong ta persons bora in Persia. On 
this plea ingeniaasly set up and enlarged ons, 
Much conversation with the Bench ensted. 
Mr. Strettel's objections seemed to rest on: 
the property being charged to belong to pers 
sons residing in Bombay, within the peacc;? 
&c. which the tearned Advocate General in- 
Sisted was sufficient, while ou the other hand 
Mr. Fergusson maintained, that the jurisdic. 
tion must be proved as it has been laid,” 

We pretend not to assert that the opinion 
of the Bench had been determined on this nice 
Point, but we infer that his Lordship the Chief 
Justice was not hostile to the intended mo. 
tion of Mr. Fergusson to set aside the trial, 
by directing that the evidence should be ex. 


Anined regarding the owners of tke ship to 
Prove to what nation they belonged by 
birth. Mr. Fergusson called Mr. Johannes 


Sarkies. [his gentleman stated, that he was 
the agent for the owners, who were Armeni. 
aus, residing at Bombay, named Joseph Ar- 
rFatoon and Matterus ‘Per Stephen ; the for 
mer he first knew many years ago ia Calcutta ; 
with the latter, Mr, Stephen, ho became 
acquainted at Bussora, The witness never 
had heard from themselves ar their relatives 
that they were born in Persia, but implicitly 
believes so from the general report never cona 
tradicted. The ship was built atthe Pore 
tuguese settlement of Demaun, - E

Before proceeding further in the-cause, his 


__Lordehip directed the Jury to decide whether 


on the evidence adduced, it appeared to them 
that the owners were natives of Persia; obe 
serving also for their information that in 
matters of pedigree only, heafsay evidence 
The jury according= 
ly retired, and returned with their decision. 
“that the owners of the ship Colonel Ma. 
cauly were, in their belief and judgment, na. 
tives of Persia” Mr. Fergusson then address. 
ed the Jury in an animated strain in behalf of 
thedefendant. He insisted that the interference 
of the prosecutor, Lieutenant Hughes, founded 
too on a presumption, proved to be wholly 
wrong, that the ship was thrce degrees to the 
Eastward of Madras, when it was proved she 
was at the time of the alledged assault, only 
13 mites distant, was most culpabte and un. 
jestifiable ia every view and might have been, 
considering all the attendant circurhstances 
and the repeated deelarations that ‘the Pâse 
Sengers and crew were in danger of starvan 
tion, followed with mutiny, and other serious 
consequences tending to involve the safety of 
the ship. ‘That the Captain it must be allow. 
ed, was not only competent to judge of the 
propricty of directing the course of che ship 
under any circunistances, but that every one 
must admit he had as large stake at risque as 
Lieut. Hughes. In regard ta the wounded 
feelings of this gentleman, alluded to by his 
learned friend, he must for his client assert 
equal claim to asense of honour, he having 
been several years a Lieut. in the ‚Navy, 


‘which placed him completely on a par with 


the prosccutor. After commenting on the 
whole of the conduct of the Prosecutor and 
the language he had used, all tending to pro. 
voke and icritate in a high degree, the learned 
Advocate rested his defence.on the prosecutor 
having arising in a mcuacing attitude, which 
on the principle of becoming the assaillant in 
order to repel an expected blow, could alone 
Justify Captain Rogers in striking Lieut. 
Hughes; and he felt convinced, that if the 
Jury saw the casc in the game light as he did, 
they must necessarily return a verdict of aca 
quittal. 

Sir Edward East. on addressing the Jury, 
read over deliberately the evidence of the 
Proseentor Which his Lordship remarked was 
delivered with’ every degree of candour and 
Sincerity honorable to Licirtenant Hughes, 
though atmost every sentence tended to prove 
his unjustifiable interference, and the degree 
of irritation. the whole of his conduct would 
necessarily excite in the mind of the defendaut 
whose crime if found, amounted to a very 
venial offence. In making these and similar 
observations, the learned Judge clearly laid 
down the taw as it rogards personal assault, 
which will never, even on an occasion where 
the grossest abusive language is offered, jus. 
tify or warrant a single blow in return.  ‘Êha 
âssult his Lordship conceivred was clcarly cs. 
tablished, and the only thing for the consi. 
deration of the Jury, was, whether any a?, 
tempt at Striking, Ey menace or posture of 
defiance on the part of the prosecutor could 
be discovered as an exeuse, and the only exz 
cuse, which might be admitted as plca of self 
defenee on the. part of the defendant ; of this 
his Lordship saw no evidence, but however 
left the ease for the decislon of the Jury. 
Such is the general outline of his Lordship’s 
charge. The jury then reticcd and after de. 
liberating for more than half an hour, returna 
ed a verdict Not Guilty. His Lordship ad. 
dressed the Jurors, expressing his sur, 
prize at the verdict, which he thought the 
evidence before them did not warrant, 
After hearing some farther observations, 
their decision not beiug shaken, the verdict 
Wa recorded, The Chief Justice then ad 
monished the defendant on the impropriety of hié 
Conduct, and recotnmending a ore dignified 
and cffacious mode of proceeding in” futurè, 
ordered hira to be discharged, and the Court 
Was adjourned.
